The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is that none of the art of record anticipates or renders obvious the 
claimed flower thinning agent wherein the particulate flower thinning agent satisfies 
equations (a), (b) and (c) in claim 1 , or equations (a), (e), (m) and (n) in claim 7, 
equations (a), (e), (o) and (t) in claim 8 or equations (a), (e), (u) and (v) in claim 9. 
None of the art of record teaches or otherwise renders obvious the combination of a 
particular having a particle diameter P and a BET specific surface area Q such that they 
satisfy the equations set forth in the independent claims. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
